Business M e n ' s Association by putting 
in a d e m a n d for their nrize of g 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 
for harnessing the power of the Niagara 
river. 
T h e prize was offered over 
a 
year ago, and 
though hundreds 
have 
contested for it none have presented a 
practical device. 
Palmer's machine is 
simply an endless steel belt, two hun- 
dred feet long and 
twenty feet wide, 
each link 
of which is a tiny 
turbine 
wheel. 
When set crosswise to the cur- 
rent it moves with resistless force. 
H i s 
working model is fixed in a small iron 
box that a babe might lift, but it was 
able to generate one-horse power in the 
comparatively 
slow 
current 
opposite 
Plack 
R o c k , 
while further down 
the 
river treble that jiower was readily ob- 
tained. 
Palmer' calculates 
that 
one 
milliiin horse power can be generated 
by a number of his machines.

Department of Agriculture has 
just issued a bulky volume of reports on 
the mischief done hy the English spar- 
rmv.

In these days of will-breaking it is re* 
freshing, confesses the San Francisco 
Ghronide^ to read occasionally of a be- 
quest which is upheld by the courts, even 
though it is peculiar. 
A New Yf>rk man 
named Edwards, while in a hospital and 
expecting to undergo a dangerous sur- 
gical operation, gave to his 
intimate 
friend 
a box 
for safe-keeping, with 
directions to open it iu case the ojieration 
proved fatal. 
Edwards died and the 
friend found in the box, to his surj3rise, 
bankbooks representing deposits of $40,- 
000, with a letter from the dead man to 
keep the money, 
Edwards's cousin in 
Jersey City warned the banks not to pay 
i:he money, as he was the rightful heir. A 
test suit was brought by the friend against 
one bank and tlie Supreme Court iu 
Brooklyn decided in his favor. 


A valuable estate vras saved to Jeiler» 
fion Davis during the war, states the San 
Francisco Argonaut^ by the fidelity and 
shrewdness of ' 'Ben" Montgomery, 
a 
former slave. 
Three great cotton planta- 
tions, known as '»The Huriicanes," at the 
lower end of Warren Covmty, Miss,, were 
owned by the Davises and practically 
managed by Moutgojnery at the opening 
of the war. 
Iu 1863, when the slaves 
was emancipated, the property was * 'sold" 
to Montgomery 
^*for 
three 
hundred 
thousand dollars in gold," and the title 
given him saved the estates from cou- 
liscation by Federal agents. 
He raised 
fine crops of cotton, corn and hay, and 
grew to be one of the richest colored men 
in the South, 
In 1875 Mr. Davis re- 
ceived the property back, and it now 
3'ields him a handsome income, although 
]ic prefers to live at Beauvoir, his pretty 
«ea-shore home. 


Boerhaave, the famous phj'sician, 
(¡lared that a man was more likely to get 
well by climbing a tree than by drinking 
n decoctiom made of its leaves!—that is, 
he thought exercise better than medicine.

FOUxM) GUILTY. 


The inan who its down to deliberately 
plan a crime works every point and de- 
tail to one common centre—an alibi. The 
law has common sense enough in this one 
)articular to presume that a man who 'is 
n Boston, for instance, when a murder 
(s committed iu Cincinnati could not 
have fired the shot or struck the blow. 
Therefore, let one accused of 
crime 
prove to the jury that he was at some 
Dther point at a certain critical hour, and 
ae must be 
declared innocent. 
This 
fcnowlcdge makes the alibi a favorite de- 
fence. 
if not clearly proved, it always 
raises doubts and aitords opportunity for 
u'gument. 
On the other hand, however, 
(vhen an alibi is fairly beaten by the 
prosecution, then circumstantial evidence 
Decomes the death-trap of the accused, 
ind he has no show. 


One of the best laid alibis I ever ran 
ap against in my career as a detective, 
ind one of the easiest to work out after 
t got the end of the thread iu hand, was 
put forward in a case in Iowa about twen- 
ty years ago. 
The situation was this: 
tn a small villiige in the western part of 
chc State lived a Miss Clariuda Moore, 
n spiuster about forty-five years of age. 
She wiis worth $50,000, and she had 
idoptcd a boy named Byron Fergus. 
At 
ihe date of which I am writing this boy 
ivas no longer a boy, but a young man of 
cwenty-three. 
He was employed as a 
ilerk in a dry goods house, and boarded 
ind lodged at home. 
He was adopted at 
the age of twelve, and on the day he 
:eached his majority. Miss Moore made a 
will leaving him everything. 
This fact 
was known to all in the village. 
Fergus 
was a model young man. No one could 
point out a single bad habit. 
He was 
trusted and rcspccted by all, and had he 
been accused of the slightest dishonesty, 
ao one would have believed the charge. 


In a smaller village six miles away 
Fergus had an aunt Avho was a widow, 
and lived alone, with the exception of 
having the company of a servant girl, 
lie was iu the habit of going over there 
about once in two months and remaining 
over Sunday. 
On these trips he drove a 
iiorsc and buggy belonging to the vil- 
lage cooper. 
The iiorse had a peculiar 
habit which will be described later on. 
One Saturday evening of a July day, 
Fergus drove away on one of these trijjs. 
There were two or three women at the 
gate in company with Miss Moore when he 
drove away. 
The only thing out of 
che usual run was the remark that Byron 
looked rather pale and seemed a bit nerv- 
ous, but probably this never would have 
been thought of but for what came to 
pass. 


At 11 o'cloclc that night there was a 
thunder storm and an insurance agent 
who was on the road between the two vil- 
lages with horse and buggy, drove into a 
fence corner and sheltered himself as well 
as possible v/ith the water proofs. In the 
midst of the stonn a horse and buggy 
came along. The di'ive:* was so enveloped 
by waterproofs tliat the agent could not 
tell v/hether he was old or young, large 
or small, white or black. 
At that spot 
the road luul been lately graded up and 
was very soft. 
The stranger was urging 
tho horse to trot, but the beast found the 
mud too deep and could only proceed at 
a walk, 
As the strange horse came op- 
posite, there was a long, vi^^d ilash of 
lightning, and the agent saw that the 
animal had his head turned to the right 
and his tongue out. This was the peculiar 
habit of the cooper's horse when on a 
walk. When trottJnghe held up his head 
and kept his tongue back. 
The agent 
identified the horse to his perfect satis- 
faction aud called out to the driver, ask- 
ing who he was. 
Instead of halting or 
replying the man struck the horse sharp- 
ly with the whip aud was out of sight in 
a moment, 


»'That's old Shepperd (tliecooper), and 
he's afraid X am a highwayman!" laughed 
tho agent, and the rain now beginning to 
cease, Jie made ready to resume bis jour- 
ney. 


Miss Moore was an early riser, And 
moreover never missed church services 
Ae the day was fine, and she was not seen 
at church, two or three of her friends 
called at the houj&c oo their w^y to afccer- 


taiu her excuse* 
They found the cur- 
tains down and the doors locked. 
As 
they know of yoimg Fergus going to his 
aunt's the evening previous, they reasoned 
it out that he must have returned during 
the night for Miss Moore, she perhaps be- 
ing wanted 
for an emergency. 
This 
theory satisfied them until about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when one of them re- 
turned to gather a bouquet of flowers. 
She then noticed bloody finger marks on 
the back door, and, 
trying the door, 
found it unlocked. 
She dared not enter 
the house, but two or three ^ men were 
sununoiuid to make an investigation, and 
in a few minutes it M^as discovered that a 
murder had boon committed. 
The dead 
body of Miss Jloore wai? found in the sit- 
ting room, at the door of her bedroom. 
She had been struck three terrible blows 
with a club or o t h e r blunt weapon, each 
one breaking the skull. 


I wiLS visiting the Sheriff at this time, 
and we were driving throuiih the village 
when the first alarm wfts soilnded. I was, 
therefore, at the house among the first, 
and being placed in charge by the Sheriff, 
I kept the people out until I could make 
an investigation. 
The murderer had not 
obtained ' forcible entry to the house. 
Not a single articlc of value had been re- 
moved, nor had any ransacking been 
done. 
The woman had been 
struck 
down where the body lay, but her hands 
were clenched as if she had grasped the 
weapon of death and it had been pulled 
away from her. 
The palm of one hand 
was torn and bleeding. 
I did not know 
either tho dead woman or Fergus, but I 
wanted authority to arrest the 
latter. 
AVhen this fact l^ecame kuov/n I was re- 
garded as an idiot or a lunatic. 
A gen- 
eral cry went up that Fergus could no 
more be suspected than an angel in 
heaven, but while the Sheriff was left to 
secure the necessary papers, I drove out 
to interview the young man and break 
the news to him. 
If Fergus was guilty, 
his defence would be an alibi, and he had 
carefully arranged the details. He would 
be expecting the news, and he would be 
braced up to play a part. 


I found him making ready to hitch up 
to drive back. 
He had never seen me 
before, and he did not know my profes- 
sion. 
As I entered the barn he looked 
startled and turned pale, but recovered 
himself after a minute, and asked the 
nature of my business. 


''You know, 
of course, 
that Miss 
Moore is dead?" I carelessly replied. 


'^How—how should I know' it!" he 
exclaimed, turning very white. 


»^Well, she is dead, poor thing." 
«'And do thev charge me v/ith it?'' 
''With what?" 


Her murder?" 


*'I hadn't said she was murdered. 
I 
told you simply that she was dead. How 
did you know she had been murdered?" 


He saw the trap he had fallen into,and 
he gasped and stammered aud did his 
best to smooth it over. 
I pretended not 
to lay it up as a point against liim, and 
speedily arranged that he should return in 
my vehicle and leave ^the coopers rig 
where it was. 
After the first shock he 
braced up wonderfully, and his demeanor 
on the way home was entirely that of an 
innocent man. 
lie expressed great will- 
ingness to give us all possible informa- 
tion, but at the same time advanced and 
clung to the theory that no one but a 
tramp could have been guilty of 
the 
crime. Upon reaching home he displayed 
considerable grief and emotion. 
In fact, 
he rather overdid it. 
It was more like 
acting out a part. 
The people were in- 
dignant that he should be suspected, and 
he was not put under restraint. 
Indeed, 
no warrant had been issued for him. 


E a r l y the next morning, satisfied in my 
own mind that Fergus wa.s the murderer, 
I drove out to'his aunt\s. 
I found that 
he arrived tliere at 7 o'clock Saturday 
night. 
Half an hour later he comj^lained 
of headache and went to bed, saying he 
would be down again by 9 o'clock. 
As 
he did not keep'his promise, the hired 
girl knocked on his door at that hour, 
but receiving no reply, was told not to 
disturb him. 
He was not seen by the in- 
mates of the house until 7 o'clock Sun- 
day morning. 
The girl Avas up at 5, and 
as she crossed the yard she saw that his 
window was up, and some of his clothing 
was hanging iu the sun. 
At the barn I 
found the cooper's buggy washed clean. 
Fergus had done this Sunday forenoon. 
He had not made a good job on the 
horse, however, and I found plenty of 
mud on his fetlocks. 
As it was dusty 
Saturday night when he was driven over, 
this mud must have beei} picked up after 
the storm. 
I found the harness »tiff aud 
damp from being wet, and the cloth 
cushion of the buggy was still damp. 
Hunting further, I found the fresh tracks 
of horse and buggy turning into the 
barnyard after the rain. 
The Avindow of 
the room occupied by Fergus opened on 
the roof of the shed. 
At the lower edge 
of the roof stood a leach. 
On the edges 
of this leach and on the roof I found 
mud. 
On the carpet in Fergus's room I 
found more of it, 
He had scra]jed and 
cleaned his boots and flung the dirt into 
a stove, whence 1 got half a pound. 


All this I got without the aunt suspect- 
ing that I was after proofs. 
I then re- 
turned to the scene of the murder, and 
after an hour's search discovered the 
place where a horse had been hitched for 
some time. 
It was in the rear of the 
house, on an open space, and under a 
tree, and the horse had pawed up the 
ground and gnawed the bark of the tree. 
The footprints of a man could bo faintly 
traced across the garden, and I had no 
doubt that Fergus came and went this 
way. On the fourth day after the funeral 
I learned from the insurance man what he 
had eeen during tlie storm, and tjien a 
warrant wat iwued and Fer«:ufi was taken, 


into custody. 
By this tirtic tho towns- 
people had begun to think it a queer case. 
Fcrcfus had gone over the house and de- 
clared that nothing had been taken. 
No 
susjncious characters had bceu noticed 
in the neighborhood. Jewelry and money 
had been left lying on the bureau, show- 
ing that the object could not have been 
plunder. 
Did the woman have any 
enemy? 
No, not one, as far as we could 
learn. 
Who could profit by her death? 
No one but Fergus, and yet this was one 
of tho strong points he brought forward. 
It was known to a score of people that 
she had made her will in his favor. 
Would not everything be his at her death? 


To clinch our case and make circum- 
stnntial evidence good we must show a 
motive. 
This seemed hopeless, but I 
went at the task, hoping evidence might 
aid me if Fergus was guilty. 
I ex- 
amined his personal effects over and over 
and over again in search of a hint, but 
for two weeks after he had been sent to 
jail I discovered nothing. Then I got the 
due where I ought to have secured it be- 
fore. 
In a drawer in his desk I found 
several advertisements plainly in the in- 
terest of swindlers. 
One of them read: 


*'A steady young man with $10,000 cash 
cai^ital c-iin double it in one year in a legiti- 
mate enterprise. 
For particulars address 
Box S91,"ctc. 


Another read: 
If you have nerve and S.'SOOO iu cash we 
wiU make you a millionaire in one year. Wo 
permit the fullest investipration before invest- 
ment. Write for particulars. 


A third just hit his case: 
Are you a young and ambitious man, feel- 
ing that you could get ahead if properly 
backed and encouraged? Have you any money? 
Can you get from one thousand to three thou- 
sands If so, we will jjositively guarantee you 
Si 00 in return for every dollai*, and inside of 
a year. 


I felt sm'e he had written some of those 
parties, but as I could not iind any let- 
ters from them I set out to hunt them up 
in person. 
They were bold-faced swind- 
lers, and they bothered me some, but iu 
the end I got five letters written by 
Fcrffus. 
In one of them he stated that 
he would soon have money to invest, 
and expressed his satisfaction at the par- 
ticulars of the speculation as far as given 
him. 
The greed of gain, then was Ms 
incentive. 
The woman, who had been 
mother and sister to him came of a long- 
lived race, ami was in good health, and a 
month before her death was told by a 
doctor in the hearing of Fergu.s that she 
was likely to live to be ninety or one 
hundred years old. 
Until her death the 
young man could hope for little or noth- 
ing, as she was obliged to make the in- 
terest of her capital support her. 


Murderer or not, the boy was the legal 
heir, and he employed the best legal 
talent iu the West to defend him. 
The 
la^vyers might take every dollar if they 
could but clear him. 
It was a veritable 
fight for life with all the money and most 
of the talent on one side, but that web 
of circumstantial evidence kept drawing 
closer and closer, and it could neither be 
broken nor explained away. Had Fergus 
been innocent a frank reply to each ques- 
tion would have explained it. 
Being 
guilty, his evasions only made mat- 
ters worse. 
The jury were out fourteen 
hours before finding a verdict of guilty, 
but within an hour he had made a full 
confession. 
He told mc that ho had 
been planning for two months, and that 
he believed he had arranged details until 
his case could v/ithstand the most minute 
investigation of the highest 
detcctive 
talent.—New Yor^ Sun. 


Ice Water Shortens Lifo.

William A. Hammond, should never be 
below fifty degrees.

ways get it even iu the hottest weather 
as cool as this by letting it run a minute 
or two from any household faucet, or 
drawing it from any country well. ^ If 
not, there is no objection to cooling it to 
the point mentioned.

of which the contained water is cooled 
by its own evaporation, answers the pur- 
pose admirably. 
I am quite sure that, if 
ice water should be generally discarded 
as a drink, the average duration of life 
would be lengthened and existence ren- 
dered more tolerable.

k A'qw Substitute for Glass. 


The iKiW translucent substance in- 
tended as a substitute for glass has- 
been satisfactorilv adopted in some of 
tho public buildings of London, and 
various advantages are claimed for it, 
among these being such a degree of 
pliancy that it; may bo bent backward 
and forAvard like leather aud be sub- 
jected to very 
considerable 
tensile^ 
strain with im]ninity; it is also almost- 
as tran.sparput as glass aud of a i)leas- 
aut amber color, varying iu shade from 
very light golden to i)ale brown. 
Tho 
basis of tho material is a web of line 
iron wire, with war^j and weft threads- 
about one-twelfth inch 
apart, 
this 
being inclosed, liko a fly in amber, in 
a sheet of 
trant^lucent 
varnish» 
of 
which tho base is linseed oil. 
There- 
is no resin or gum in the varnish, and 
onco having become dry it is capable- 
of standing heat and damp without 
undergoing any change, neither hard- 
ening nor becoming sticky, 
Jirielly, 
the manufacture is accomplished b y 
diii]iiug the sheets edgewise into deep- 
tanks of varnish, aud then allowing 
the coating which they thus receive t a 
dry in a warm atmosphere. It requires 
somewhat more than a dozen of these 
dips to bring these sheets to the re- 
quired degree of thickness, and, when 
this has been accomplished, the ma- 
terial is stored for several weeks to* 
thoroughly set. 


Sheeps aud lambs taken together show 
this year in Great Britain a decrease of 
701,619 as compared with 
1S87, dis- 
tributed in a reduction of 419,302 sheep- 
and of 282,810 lambs, the total number 
being now 25,2.^7,149, and the decrease- 
being respectively 2.6 and 2.9 per cent.

It may not be that the young 
v/oman who has bathed has gained all her 
muscle and plumpness by 
swimming. 
Hhe has lain in the sand part of the after- 
noon, taken a hearty dinner, and slept 
well o' nights." 


*'Is swimming difficult to karn?'* 
'»On the contrary, it is very easy. But 
.«one thing is necessary—confidence. There 
was a curious example of this in my ex- 
perience. 
Not long ago I taught a wal- 
loping big fellow, who must have weighed 
250 pounds. 
He learned in two lessons. 
•One day he wanted to jump oli from a 
])ier 100 feet from the shore and swim to 
land. 
I thought he could do it, and I 
Jet him try, but I jumped into tlie watei 
with him. 
For a few yards he swam fa- 
mously, and then suddenly he got some- 
thing like stage fright. 
He spluttered 
-and kicked, and the more lie kicked the 
iurther he got from land. 
I was tlior- 
-oughly frightened, but I didn't let him 
know it. 
I couldn't have handled him if 
Jie had given up, he was so big. 
His 
hair was tightly cropped so that I could 
.not get hold of it. 
All that I could do 
vras to pat him on tiie shoulder and tell 
liim he was all right, and then I put one 
hand under his chin to keep his head 
-above water. 
He fell prostrate on the 
beach in a minute, utterly used up. 
If 
lie had believed in himself he could have 
plowed along as well as I." 


*'Should swimmers eat before enter- 
ing the water or after the bath?" 


''Constitutions differ. 
Ther« seems to 
ibo a notion prevalent that a bather should 
never go into the water before eating. 
While I would not advise bathers to eut 
immediately before going into the water, 
I believe, from observing thousands of 
men and from a quarter of a century's 
«experience, that it is debilitating to bathe 
for any length of time with no food in 
•ihe stomach. 
Captain Webb used to eat 
ax liearty meal shortly before going into 
the water. 
Of course, if you should eat 
Ji big, complicated dinner before bathing 
j o u would suffer the consequences. 
The 
length of time a person can, with benefit 
io himself, remain in the water, depends 
o n his constitution. 
One thing is cer- 
tain; if he does not feel well after his 
«dip it is a sure sign that he needs atonic, 
-and in my opinion that tonic is continued 
;bca bathing, taken moderately at first 
'jxnd increasing the dose. 
For 
many 
hathers it is better at first to take a (juick 
^dip and then lie in the sand for an hour 
.or two., -.enjoying a sun bath. 
Afterward 
the tonic of a sea biith jnay be eujoy<id 
for a longer time," 


"What is the best course to pursue ji. 
aiding people who are drowning^" 


•"Grrab 'em by the back hair and hold 
tthem at arm's length. 
IVe noticed om 


thing about drowning people. 
When 
^ they are sinking the first time if they see 
you and they rise again thoy know whero 
t j grapple with you, and the result ^s you 
both go down together, with a strong 
probability that you will be drowned. It 
is my adviec that if you go to rescue a 
drowning ])crson you should swim around 
him and keep behind him so he w^on't see 
you w^hen he comes up the second time. 
Another thing, when going to a person's 
rescue, try to gain his confidence. 
It is 
a fact that one finger placed under a 
swimmer's body will keep him afloat if 
you can only get him to believe it." 


''What is tiie best time for bathing?" 
"Before breakfast or late in the after- 
noon. 
A glass of milk or a small cup of 
colTee should be taken if the bath is to bo 
just after rising, and a sharp run after- 
ward and a brisk rub with a towel will 
be of benefit."—New YorkSu7i, 


HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS 


Farm-Life in China. 


A farmer ]uay be hired by the year'for 
froin eight to fourteen dollars, with food, 
clothing, 
head-shaving 
and 
tobacco. 
Those who work by the day receive from 
eight to ten cents, with a noonday meal. 
At tlie planting and harvesting of rice, 
wages are from ten to twenty cents a day, 
with live meals; or thirty cents a day 
without food. 
Few laud-owners hire 
hands, except for a few days during the 
planting and harvesting of rice. 
Those 
who have more land than they and their 
son can till, lease it to their neighboi^. 


Much land is held on leases given 
by 
ancient proprietors to clansmen 
whose 
descendants now till it, paying from seven 
to fourteen dollars' worth of rice an- 
nually for its use. 


Food averages little more than a dollar 
a month for each member of a farmer's 
family. 
One who buys, cooks, and eats 
his meals alone, spends from one and a 
half to two dollars a month upon the raw 
material and fuel. 
Two pounds of rice, 
costing three and a half 
cents, 
with 
relishes of salt fish, pickled 
cabbage, 
cheap vegetables and fruits, costing a cent 
and a half, is the ordinary allowance to 
each laborer for each day. 
Abernethy's 
advice to a luxurious patient, "Live on 
sixpence a day and earn it," is followed 
by nearly every Chinaman. 
One or two 
dependent relatives frequently share with 
him 
the 
sixpence.—Fojmlar 
Scicnce 
'Monthly. 


The Name of Iowa, 


The State derives its name from tho 
tribe known now as the Iowa tribe. jMuch 
learning, or at least research, has been 
w^asted in the attempt to show the 
or- 
thograi)hy and definition of this word 
among the Indians themselves. 
While 
Washington Irving, with the license al- 
lowable to an imaginative wTiter, states 
that the meaning of the word is "beau- 
tiful," and recounts the incident by which 
that phrase was first applied to the coun- 
try, saying that the tribe who in their 
wanderings arrived at the highest point 
in the Iowa prairies, looking over the vast 
expanse of country uninterrupted by hills 
or swamps, involuntarily uttered the word 
' 'Iowa," 
meaning 
' 'beautiful." 
But 
probably a better authority for the mean- 
ing of the word was Mr. Antoine Le- 
Claire, a half breed of the "Sac" and 
"Fox" nations, m^ho always asserted hu- 
morously that he was the first white man 
born in Iowa, though his mother was an 
Indian. 
He was employed for man^i 
years by the United States as an inter- 
preter in their dealings with the various 
Indian tribes. 
His definition of the woro 
was: "Here is the spot—this is the placc 
—to dwell in peace." 
It is very certain, 
however, that the name of the State, and 
the name of one of its secondary rivers, 
rumiing through a large part of the cen- 
tre of the State, is derived from the name 
of tlie tribe.—IIarpei*^8 Marja^íne» 


Piules Expecting a Flood. 


Virginia, Nev., is full of Piutes men 
women and children, who, fearing a de- 
luge, are getting out of the valley's. 
Not 
long ago a Piute prophet predicted a 
great flood that would drown all this part 
of the world. 
He said the ancients would 
rise from their graves and there would 
be a new deal on this continent, in which 
the red men would be restored to their 
old rights and repossess the land. Having 
been told of the flood in the East and the 
drowning of thousands of white men, 
they have got an exaggerated idea of the 
disaster and believe that very few whites 
remain on that side of the 
continent. 
Their projfliet, of course, claims credit for 
what lias happened, and they next ex- 
pect a flood to drown the Avhites of the 
West, 
They arc laying m a stock of pro- 
visions with which to flee to the mount- 
ain tops, and suppose that the M^iites 
will remain in their houses to be drowned 
as they did in the East.—Virginia (NevA 
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The Dogs of Constantinoi)Io. 


In speaking of Constantinople it is im- 
possible to forget mentioning the swarms 
of dogs that infest the streets of the Turk- 
ish quarter by tens upon tens of thous- 
ands. How these dogs manage to subsist 
in such numbers is a problem very diffi- 
cult to solve. 
They are mostly large ani- 
mals of the wolf-dog variety. 
They 
seem to have a great antipathy for the 
Christian, and are quite dangerous to any 
European 
venturing into tlie Turkish 
quarter at night. 
Strange to say, they 
are never afflicted with 
hydrophobia, 
which is probably due to the free life 
they lead. 
If, however, such an epidem- 
ic did break out among them it would 
certainly be necessary to employ an army 
of soldiers to exterminate them.—New

What is the most strengthening food 
for a convalescent?

of rye bread and eat as sandwiches. Peo- 
ple talk about celery being a nervine, but 
let me tell you that there is nothing 
which quiets the nerves without bad re- 
sults like onions. 
The use of them in- 
duces sleep, and much strength is ob- 
tained from them. 
That is the ideal food 
for convalcscing or for any one who is in 
a weak state of 
health.—Grocei'S* and 
Canners' Giueite. 


OLD TROUSEKS MAKE A PUKITY MAT. 
A presty mat may be made from two 
pairs of old trousers. 
Blue and light 
drab are a pretty combination. 
Cut out 
pieces the si;;e and sha])e of a brick, in 
equal number of each color. 
In putting 
them together, take first a blue then a 
gray, until there are seven on the strip. 
They should be stitched together on a 
machine. 
Begin the second strip with 
gray, the third with blue, and so until 
you have seven or nine strips. 
Then 
press the seams all open. 
Seam the strips 
all together 
and press the long seams 
open. 


Gut Japanese shaped fans from difi'er- 
ent colored cloth an flannel to go on the 
outside row of blocks and 
button-hole 
stitch with various colors of worsted. It 
is an imjirovemeut to work the fans with 
many kinds of odd 
figures. 
Turn the 
edge of the mat under about a quarter ol 
an inch, baste in place and press down. 
Take heavy black cloth and cut out scal- 
lops enough to reach around the mat, lap- 
ping them about a quarter of an inch. 
When firmly basted in place, stitch around 
the edge of the mat with the machine. 
Line the. mat and it is 
finished.—Detroit

ICE-WATEIl A GOOD INSKCTICIDE. 


Pew people realize how good an insec- 
ticide is ice-cold water applied to ]flants 
with a force jnunp. 
It drenches the 
leaves, knocking off and chilling the in- 
sects too small to be reached in any other 
way. 
It also destroys myriads of insect 
eggs. 
It is noticed by potato growers 
that the potato bug is rarely destructive 
in a wet season. 
Now, as the potato 
plant loves water, it might, on a small 
scale, be protected from injury, and the 
crop be greatly increased by thorough 
drenching once or twice a week. 
This 
remedy is a good one for the rose slug. 
Few wi«h to apply poison to preserve this 
beautiful flower, while the whale oil ap- 
plications often recommended are almost 
equally objectionable.—Bohion 
Cxdtiva- 
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PAINTING FLOOnS. 


A French writer observes that paint- 
ing floors with any color containing white 
lead is injurious, as it renders the wood 
soft and less capable of wear. 
Othei 
paints without white lead, such as umber 
or sienna, are not injurious, and can bo 
used with advantage. 
Varnish made of 
drying lead salts is also said to be destruc- 
tive, and it is recommended that the bo- 
rate of magnesia should be used to dispose 
the varnish to dry. 
A recipe for a good 
tloor varnish is given as follows: Take 
two pounds of pure white borate of man- 
ganese, finely powdered, and add it little 
by little to a sauce pan containing ten 
pounds of linseed oil which is to be well 
stirred and raised to a temperature of 360 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
Heat 100 pounds 
of linseed oil in a boiler until ebullition 
takes place, then add to it the first liquid, 
increase the heat and allow it to boil for 
twenty minutes. 
Then remove from the 
flre and filter the solution through cotton 
cloth. The varnish is then ready for use, 
tv/o coats of which may be used with a 
final coat of shellac, if a fine polish is 
required,—iScientijic American. 


SUMMER DESSERTS. 


A great many people imagine ices are 
costly and trouble, and the 
farmer's 
family only have them on rare occasions 
for company, whereas, they might be 
served as desserts several time a week, 
being really cheaper and healthier than 
pies, doughnuts and other heating dain- 
ties. 


Of course, there are creams and ices 
which are composed of expensive in- 
gredients, but of such we are not speak- 
ing. 
Good ice cream may be made of 
rich, new milk, and in the farm-house 
where ice is put, is as economical, if not 
more so, than any other dessert. 
The 
most delicious ices are made of fruits, 
which, of course, 
all farmers do or 
should have in abundance. 
The follow- 
ing recipes are good and cheap: 


Grape Ice—Pour a quart of boiling 
v^ater on a pound of sugar and let boil 
flve minutes. 
Pulp the grapes sufficient 
to make a pint of juice, add the skins 
and pulps to the sirup, press through a 
sieve. 
Let cool and freeze. 


Frozen Fruits—Pare a dozen large, 
soft peaches and chop fine, I3cald a pint 
of sour plums, remove the skins and 
stones. 
Mush the plums and mix with 
the peaches; add a pound of sugar and 
let stand one hour; then pour over a 
quart of water and stir until the sugar 
dissolves; pour in the freezer and freeze. 


Frozen Coffee—Talce four large table- 
spoonfuls of ground coffee and put in a 
boiler; add a quart of boiling water and 
let steam for fifteen minutes; strain and 
add half a pound of sugar; add the white 
üf an egg and freeze. 
Frozen tea may be 
made in the same way. 
Both should ]>e 
served in goblets. 


Ice Cream—Beat the yolks of six eggs 
until creamy; add half a pound of sugar 
and beat again. 
Whisk the whites to a 
stiff froth; stir them into the yolks and 
sugar, 
Put a quart of new milk on to 
boTl; mix in the eggs and sugar; stir until 
boiling. 
Take from the fire, strain and 
lav or; stand aside to cool. Freeze, cover 
and set aside to harden. 


Parmer's Ice Cream—Take a quart o: 
milk, in which mix the beaten whites of 
jix eggs, flavor with lemon, sweeten to 
taste and freeze. 
Set aside one hour tu 
aardeu,—-i'a/w and 
Firc^idi. 


**n0LL0W nOKN^'lS A MYTH. 


The most eminent veterinarian author- 
ities of the world entirely ignore the ex- 
istence of any such disease as ''hollow 
horn" in cattle. 
The late Charles L. 
Flhit, in his voluminous and 
excellent 
work on **Dairy Farming,''whenreferring 
to the diseases of dairy stock, says: 
*'Common sense is especially requisite in 
the treatment of stock, and that will very 
rarely dictate a resort to bleeding, boring 
the horns, cutting off the tail, and a 
thousand other equally absurd practices 
too common even within the memory of 
men still living." 
'4Ioru oil" and ''tail 
oil" and '»wolf in the tail" and "wolf 
teeth" in horses are sometimes mentioned 
in the works of our most noted veterhia- 
rians, but oul^' for the purpose of ridicule 
and to expose ignorance in those "who 
believe in such imaginary ailments. 
A 
cow with garget, milk fever, or even 
simple fever may have a dry muzzle, slow, 
or an entirely suspended rumination; the 
horns hot at the base and the tips cold, 
and it is these symptoms which ignorant 
quack doctors claim as those indicating 
hollow horn. 
The auimal usually needs 
a dose of physic, and not bleeding or 
boriuii of the horns.—New York Sun. 


A r P L E 
SHIPPING. 


The following rules for packing apples 
are published by an apple dealer for the 
benefit of those who supply our market 
with this fruit: 


Country shippers and packers of apples 
should make it a point to pack their fruit 
honestly; that is, have the fruit run all 
alike through the barrel. 
Do not en- 
deavor to cause deception 
by placing 
good, sound, large fruit on the top and 
bottom of the barrel and fill in the mid- 
dle with a lot of gnarly, wormy and de- 
cayed fruit. 
It does not pay. 
The de- 
ception is easily detected upon investiga- 
tion, and merchants do not care to have 
fraud practiced upon them, or to practice 
it on their customers. 


Full regulation sized barrels should be 
used. 
Take the barrel, one head out, 
nail the hoops, and break off the ends of 
the nails on the inside; place layer or tier 
of apples, fair, smooth and bright, as 
closely as possible, stems downward, on 
the lower end, then fill up a basket at a 
time, throwing out small, wormy, gnarly 
and windfall apples, and shaking the 
barrel Avell after each deposit, until it is 
full two inches above the rim; place the 
head squarely on the apples, and with a 
screw or lever press force it into place 
and nail securely. 
Turn over the barrel 
and mark name of apple with red or 
black lead, or stencil. 
Bear in mind 
that, to be shipped safely, fruit must be 
packed tight,to prevent rattling and con- 
sequent bruising. 


in shipping apples the first of the sea- 
son—early varieties—shippers should see 
that openings are cut on the side of the 
barrels and also in both ends, to admit of 
free circulation of air, which will greatly 
help to bring the fruit through in good 
condition during the warm weather.— 
Farm^ Field and iStockman. 


WHAT ABOUT THE SILO? 


That there should be some 
advance 
made in silo knowledge, says John Gould 
in the American AgricuUurid^ 
is not sur- 
prising, when some fifteen thousand wide- 
awake farmers in this country are each 
constituting himself as the director of an 
experiment station, to find out for him- 
self how much new can be chanced upon 
and yet score success. 
The wooden silo 
hius proved its claims as a superior rece])- 
tacle for the preservation of silage, as it 
is not only less costly, but a better non- 
conductor of heat, and therefore more 
easily made frost proof; all of which 
means a more uniform temperature for the 
silage, and the nearer approach to the 
ideal sweet silage. 
There is some ques- 
tion about the Avails of the wooden silo, 
whether to have them two boards thick, 
with tarred paper between, or of one 
thickness of matched lumber thoroughly 
painted with hot asphaltum. The one can 
be constructed with cheap, cull pine lum- 
ber, the other must have good, well- 
matched flooring, or an air tight wall can- 
not be secured. 
Some hold that it is yet 
better to lath ftnd plaster the interior of 
the silo to make it durable. Others insist 
that they get even a b^itter wall by paint- 
in^ with hot gas tar, in which some resin 
is melted, or the tLse of the hard finish 
asphaltum paints. 


It is settled that perfect development of 
the corn plant is essential to the making 
of good silage. 
Their planting and the 
formation of ears are, therefore, insisted 
upon, as is also allowing the corn to stand 
until the kernels have begun to enter the 
glazed condition before cutting for the 
silo. 
This fully developed corn, charged 
with plant juices, on the verge of ma- 
turity when put in the silo, dyea nvt un- 


dergo the extreme ferment incident ta 
corn fodder less mature, and only de- 
velops lactic acid in a mild degree. 
The 
other, with it^ juices less clmrgod with 
starch and sugar juices, passes in the 
into a more advanced staixc of ferment, 
that often shows traces of acetic acid. It 
is now shown that corn had best be al 
lowed to stand uncut unfil wanted, and 
then put into the silo without the v^ual 
two days' wilting. 
The wilting is '»nly 
to reduce -weight, but with more ma'nn' 
fodder, this water means lood value, md 
wilting fodder involves increased co<it ot 
cutting, as it requires more ])ower, is nnX 
cut as ])orfectly, and it cannot be sh'»wn 
tobe in any way better or even as g<nid 
silage, as uuwilted and more mature ftni. 
der. 


With fodder of proper maturity the 
work of silo fillingcan be ^'rushed'* along» 
and the necessity of allowing cach day a 
filling to heat to 125 degrees is obviated. 
When the silo is full it is allowed to 
stand uncovered for four or even five 
days to heat and throw out the air, when 
it is covered and sweet silage can be con- 
fidently expected. 
"Where there arc two 
pitíí, one may be filled, then the other. 
The first will have settled, when it can 
be again filled to the top, and attention 
then can be ]nnd to No. 2. 


It was demonstrated last year that any 
amount of rain upon silage fodder be foro 
going into the pits will not injure it or 
cause any increase of acidity. 
Last fall 
thousands of loads of fodder drip|>ing 
vñüi rain, w^ent into the pits but the si luir» 
showed no ovil effects from it, nor did a 
frost near the close of silo filling work 
any noticcable injury to the silage. 
It 
was also found that tramping is not t » he 
encouraged until after twenty-four hcnrs» 
when the silage has begun to wilt. Thru 
it is only of Í)enefit along the walN to 
assist in making it settle. 
Many < a-cs 
of silage spoiling along the walls n^-ult 
from tramping when fresh cut, as it rx- 
pels the air to an extent which prevmtsr 
it from taking on heat and wilting ah>ng 
the walls as fastas in the centre. 
Insttiid 
of keeping the silo about level when 
filling, it is better to keep it the highest 
along the walls, and thus get an even 
distribution 
of the grain without tho 
necessity of keeping a man in the pits 
all the time. 


A cover to the silo, or weights, aro 
wholly unnecessary. 
The silos in this 
region that had no covers of any sort did 
not show more surface waste of silage 
than those covered with paper, boardí^ 
and sawdust. 
Only two or three inches 
of silage molded where no surface pro- 
tection was used. 
The two or threo 
inches of white mold made an air-tight 
cover that offered all the 
protection 
needed. 
The silos covered wuth a foot 
of dry straw, well tread down, showed 
the least loss of any. 
Those who covered 
closely and weighted report the great- 
est loss. 
There is no more necessity of 
weighting a silo than of putting two 
hundi'od pounds per square foot ou a po* 
tato lieap.

The small liies that swarm in such 
numbers upon the head and near the 
base of tho horns of cattle this season 
are not the true Texas ilies, but a spe- 
cies allied to them 
This lly has nev- 
er been known here before, but it is 
common upon the low lands of Vir 
ginia and North Carolina. 
It is very 
annoj'ing to cattle by its constant 
swarming about their heads. They do 
not eat the fiesh of the animal, as 
some suppose, but lay their eggs at 
the base of the horns, and the larva' 
from these eggs eat far into the head, 
and if not taken in time will kill the 
animal. 
They aro especially destruc- 
tive to calves and yearlings. 
Persian 
insecb pov/der, put around the horns 
after the head has been wetted with 
water, is good, but has to be done too 
often. 
The best remedy is coal tar 
rubbed well around tho horns every 
two weeks. 
The tar and its smell is 
an effectual barrier.—Ex.

Let me give you a picture of an Indian 
jugfflcr, writes Frank G. Carpenter from 
Bombay, India, 
One stands outside my 
hotel window Jis I write. 
He is perform- 
ing his tricks in the dusty road without 
a table, cabinct, ])atent boxes, or any of 
the ^accompaniments of the 
American 
wizard. 
His sole possessions consist of 
three small baskets, ranging in size from 
half a peck to a bushel, a couple of cloths 
and a tripod made of three sticks, each 
two feet long and held together by a 
string at the top. 
Three little -wooden 
dolls'with red cloths tied around their 
necks and each not over a foot long» are 
the gods which enable him to do ^vondp^- 
ful things. 
He has a ilutc in his mouth 
and a little drum in his hand. 
He is 
black-faced 
and 
black-beardcd, 
and 
his shirt; sleeves arc pulled 
up above 
his elbows. 
His only assistant is a littlo 
turbaned boy, who sits beside him, whom 
he will shortly put into a basket not more 
than two feet square, and with him Avill 
perform the noted basket trick of India. 


This trick is one of the -wonderful jug- 
gling tricks of the world. 
Tlie boy's 
hands arc tied and he is put into a net, 
which is tied over his head and which in- 
closes his whole body so that he appar- 
ently cannot move. 
He is now crowded 
into'this basket. 
The lid is put down 
and tight straps arc buckled over it. Tho 
juggler nov/ takes a sword, and with a 
few passes of these little Hii>doo doll 
babies over it and the muttering of in- 
cantations as a preliminary, thrusts tho 
sword again and again into the basket. 
There is a crying as though some one was 
in terrible pain. 
It is the voice of a 
child, and the sword comes out bloody. 
You hold your breath, and did you not 
know it to be a trick you would feel like 
pouncing upon the man. 
After a mo- 
ment the basket becomes still, the jug- 
gler makes a few more passes, unbuckles 
the straps and shows you that there is 
nothing within it. 
He calls: 
"Baba! 
babaT' and in the distance you hear the 
chikVs voice. 
How the boy got out of 
the basket or escapcd being killed by the 
sword and where the blood came from I 
do not know. 
I only know it was y 
sleight-of-hand performance and wonder- 
fully well done. 


The mango trick is performed with the 
three sticks in tlie shape of a tripod. The 
juggler takes a pot of water and pours it 
over a little ])ot of earth. He then holds 
up a mango bulb about the size of a wal- 
nut, and, putting this into the earth, he 
throws a cloth over the tripod. 
He now 
blows upon his horn, makes m3^steriou9 
passes, and after a few moments raises the 
cloth and you see the mango tree sprout- 
ing forth from the soil. 
Alore passes and 
more music follow, and the cloth is pulled 
down again. 
After a few moments, dur- 
ing which the showing of minor tricks 
goes on, he pulls out the pot, and the 
plant has grown about a foot above it. 
There is more watering and more incalh- 
tation, and his final \riumph comes in 
showing you a bush nearly a yard high, 
containing great leaves. This he will pull 
up by the root and show you the seed at 
the bottom. 
It is a wonderful trick, and 
how the man is able to manipulate the 
dilferent plaits with nothing else but a 
tliin cotton cloth to help him, which, by 
the way, he allows you to examine, is 
hard to conceive. 
He has a dozen other 
sleight-of-hand 
performances 
eipmUy 
as wonderful. 
He puts a little shell into 
his mouth and appears to choke as he 
draws out coin after coin and balls oi 
stone almost as big around as your fist. 
He spits fire, as dues the American wiz- 
ard, pulls miles of string from his stom- 
ach,sticks pins through his tongue without 
hurting himself, and ends the perform- 
ance with a snake trick, which is to me 
the most wonderful of all. 


In doing this snake trick he asks for a 
piece of ]}apcr and asks you to hold out 
your hand. 
You do so and he places the 
paper upon it. 
He then begins to play 
upon his pipe and to dart out his eyes as 
though he saw something near your hand. 
His whole frame becomes transformed 
he dances around you like a wizard, play- 
ing all the time and keeping his eyes on 
your hand, 
Now he starts back and 
points at it. 
Y'ou iQok and see nothing 
and he begins to plays louder and dance 
wilder than ever. 
liemember his arms 
are bare to the elbow and both of his 
hands are upon his pipe. 
Suddenly he 
drops the pipe and continues his dance 
with incantations. 
He points to the 
paper again and while you look and see 
nothing he claps his hand down upon^ it 
and pulls up three great cobras, 
which 
raiwe their hooded heads and dart out 
their fangs in different directions, and 
squirm and wriggle as ho liolds them up 
before you. 
Y'ou jump back, for the bite 
of the cobra is deadly, and I am told 
that the snakes used have in some cases 
not had their fangs drawn. 


A juggler was killed a week ago in 
Benares by the bite of a cobra which he 
was using in this way, and they are the 
most terrible snakes I have ever seen. At 
mother performance of this same kind I 
was present with a party of four, and we 
ill decided to ascertain, if we could, how 
chis trick was done. I stood upon a chair 
ind overlooked the man as he snatched 
up the snakec, but I could not see where 
ihey came from, and I only know that he 
had them, and that they were so big that 
ne crowded them with difiiculty into a 
little round basket tho size of a peck 
neasure.
